Mayor Yelser and Chief Collins 
seem to be delighted with the stand 
taken by the board of aldermen, nnd 
dec-are that the saloons in the out- 
skirts cost the city for police imtr.il. 
fully |C0<1 a year, directly or Indi- 
rectly, and It will be a good thing to 
bring them all down where they can 
be easily watched.

Lewis, a Republican, to congress. On 
(be other hand. Third district lead 
era say something must be done for 
them, as In the last election they car- 
ried the district by ouly IW votes.

Illinois Central. "Chicago Florida 
Limited." leaving here last night at 
7 o'clock for Chicago, was wrecked 
at Chapmansboro, thirty-four miles 
west of here. The engine, baggage 
car and smoker, and first chair car 
were detrained and overturned. Con- 
ductor S. A. ♦herry, Engineer Chas. 
McOee and two passengers were In- 
jured. How seriously Is not known. 
Six others were slightly hurt. 

The first news of the wreck In Pa- 
ducah came in the way of a telegram 
from Nashville ordering out the Pa- 
ducah wrerker with full crew. The 
telegram came about 9:30 and by 10 
o'clock the crew was ready. The 
wrecking train was dispatched out of 
I'aducah at 10:05 o'clock and made 
the run to Princeton in Just a frac- 
tion over an hour. The crew had 
orders to hurry and It did. 

Dr. D. G. Murrell, assistant chief 
surgeon of the I. C. road, left Padu- 
enh on the wrecker, but turned back 
at Princeton— He secured a tele- 
graphii t . •ft of the accldenl al 
Princeton. 

The train was No. 20, the fast 
Florida-Chicago limited, engine 64S. 
The train was In charge of Conductor 
Cherry. Bngineman C. J. McGee and 
Fireman 0. Stanfleld. The train ksfl 
the tracks on a straight line and 
went over an embankment . and the 
cause is supposed to have been an 
obstruction placed on the track. 

The engine, baggage car and one 
flrst-dass coach and smoker were 
overturned. The Injured are Engi- 
neer McGee. Conductor Cherry nnd 
Fireman Stnnfleld with two passen- 
gers, the latter being seriously In- 
jured.

The body of William Burns Gar- 
ner aged 22 years, an apprentice 
collar maker, was found floating in 
Hie river Sunday morning shortly be- 
fore 8 o'clock by •'Frosty" Morgan. 
I ship caulker, who was working on 
a small gasoline boa: at the foot of 
Jefferson street The body wus clean- 
ly visible and Morgan summoned as- 
sistance and hooked It Into the 
bank The Identity of the floater was 
at urst unknown and it was not un- 
til the body had been taken to the 
M ill 1 1 1 Kllnger undertaker establiah- 
ment that It was positively identi- 
fied as that of Garner, who had bee., 
ii isslng from his ooardlng house for 
I week. 

The body was floating race down- 
ward with one arm projecting above 
i lie water. A new derby hat waa 
l ulled tight over the head and froz- 
en. necessitating force In pulling !l 
off. The hands were slightly ahrlv 
I k I and the body had begun to 
bloat, but was In an excellent state 
ot preservation. 

The only object found to lead to 
Identification was a letter found It.

Marie and signed Hums Garner. 
1 01.", Jones street. It was duted sev- 
eral da>s back and the writer had 
stuck it In his pocket and evident!.' 
lulled to mall it At first It was sup- 
posed to have been a letter receive. I 
by uhe drowned man. It being loose 
v ith no envelope, and a telephone 
I • --age lo the residence ot Mr. Wll- 
I am Aduy at l#tl Jones, where Gai- 
ter boarded, resulted In idcnlinc-i- 
tion. 

Later Mr John Waynlck. or Ohi . 
street identified the body as tiiat of 
Garner, and was followed by D. T. 
(Tip I Waynlck. his son. who work- 
ed with Garner. 

Mis. Wm Aday. with whom In 
boarded. Mated that the last heard 
from Garner was Sunday afternooi. 
a week ago, about t.'.'.o when tilie 
■now storm began. The young man 
I ad come iu from the country four 
months ago und gone to work as an 
rpprentlce for the Hehkopf Co.un- 
.:.r Wm Kraus, roreman of the col- 
lar shops lie had not been drink- 
ing for four months, he declared 
at breakfast Sunday, adding that In 

Intended getting drunk that dny. 
I 

True to his boast he showed up 
Sunday afternoon at 4 o'clock very 
much intoxicated. He was with Hit 
>oung, r Waynlck, who was trying to 
ret him home. He refused to go In 
and created a great deal of exc.ite- 
nienl in the stru ts His actions be- 
came such that the officers got after 
lil in. but somehow Garner managed 
to elude them, going through tin 
hollows iu the neighborhood of the 
Thump-on stock .Minis. A warrant 
tor disorderly conduct was issued, 
but not served, as the young man 
could not be round. 

He had i datives In the couuty and 
.Mrs Aila;. piesunied he hud gone out 
to visit them. The finding or his 
body floating In the river >caterda> 
was the first news of his whereabout., 
tecelved s'lnce he disappeared. 

Yesterday soon after Coroner 
Kaker was called lo view the remains 
M held an inquest, and a verdict ot 
cVath rrom drowning was returned. 
The man at that lime had not been 
Identified. 

This morning, however. Coronet 
Kaker in aid lha. Garner had beei: 
tliaved last Friday or Saturday a", 
the Garrttson shop on South Third 
Nick Frakes. one of the barbers, 
u title not porsoually acquainted wile 
the man. identified tJie corpse as that 
of a man he .shaved Friday or Satur- 
day, who had left his spectacles on 
the shelf behind the chair, and cam 
near going away without them. The 
v nng man was plainly drinking, but 
not drunk. 

If Garner is the man. where he 
was from last Sunda> until Friday 
or Saturdav is not known, and no 
one has been found who could vouch 
safe any information on Uhe subject 

li is likely however, that Garner 
is uft the man. as a corpse may of- 
ten retcmble a score <>r men a bar- 
ber may shave in a day. 

Coroner Eaker. however, derided 
this morning to have an examination 
made or the body, and Drs. P. H. 
Stewart and W J. Bass made an ex- 
amination, and ascertained that Gar- 
ner's neck was broken. 

This was not apparent at previous 
examination*. Iiecause the body was 
frozen. It had in the meantime 
thawed out. end when Coroner Enke.- 
discovered that the neck was broken. 



he derided to hold another Inquest 
this afternoon. 

Luther Rice, of near Massac, this 
county, arrived this morning to look 
after the body, and is a cousin ot the 
dead man He stated that Garner 
was very near nightctl and without 
his glasses could not see three teet 
nhead or him. He presumes that 
Garner lost his glasses and possibb 
walked or ran into the river or that 
possibly brooding over his dissipa- 
tion the young man might have tak- 
en a tew more drinks and drowned 
btmseir, or walked Into the river be- 
< ause or his condition. He stated: 

"Burns Garnet, ror uhe past three 
years has seemed to care little tor 
anyone, not even hlmseir, and has 
been desimndent and soured on the 
world. 1 prevailed upon him to quit 
drinking, and when I saw him last, 
possibly two months ago, he Inform- 
ed me he bad quit. While I havo 
no reason to believe he did willlhgly 
commlt suicide, this theory might he 
correct, taking Into consideration the 
ract that he had been drinking the 
last time seen. It might have set 
him to brooding and caused despon- 
dency." _ 

The young man was born and 
reared in this county and leaves a 
father, Tour brothers and two sis- 
ters. His father and sisters, one of 
the latter being married, with John 
Garner, a brother, reside in Chicago, 
end his other three brothers reside 
in this count). They are Turner 
Laurel and Harvey Anderson. The 
former two reside on the Sam Ghol- 
son rami In the county and the lat- 
ter hi an N . C. ft St. L. conductor, 
running out ot Padurah. 

He was well known and popular 
with his Mends and associates. His 
(..lasses were one means of positive y 
Identifying Llm. the glasses hivlr.g 
left a mark on the nose. They were 
not found about his person, however, 
He was a member of the Jersey 
••amp W. O. W . and carries a $.1<Kl 
life Insurance policy payable to hU 
wiyngcr brother. 

This afternoon Doctors Stewart 
and Bass held i n autopsy and found 
that Gardner s neck had been brok- 
en, and at ILSn the Inquest waa en- 
tered into by Coroner Eaker at tho 
illy hall. 

The doctors testified at the In- 
otiest that the neck of the deceased 
seemed to have been broken by f 
blow, there being an abrasion on the 
reck. They did not think a fuli 
rrom a boat or anything could have 
produced the break.

THE MVAL TACTICS. 

Mayor Dunne, of Chicago, doe* 
not appear to desire that the public 
know the truth about municipal 
ownership. Ho seems willing th:i 
the city of Chicago sacrifice every- 
thing to a theory, and in carrying 
out his rule-or-ruin policy, attempts 
to suppress anything that he thinks 
might show his people the fallacy af 
practical municipal ownership in 
this country. The Chicago Tribune 
thus describes Mayor Dunne's antics: 

"Has Mayor Dunne a moral right 
to persist Indefinitely in making 
Chicago ridiculous in the eyes Of 
Glasgow and other communities by 
his childish conduct concerning the 
so-called I>alrymple report? At his 
request Glasgow sent Mr. Dalrymp|.-> 
to Chicago to advise about the true 
lion solution, lie came and cmbod 
led his advice in a brief report which 
he sent to the major. His Honor, not 
liking its drirt. refused to make it 
public and tried to Justify suppres- 
sion on the claim that Mr. Dulrym- 
pie was his personal guest and came 
at his cost. Finally the city council 
formally asked the Glasgow council 
for Mr. Dalrymples views — meaning 
his report — on the Chicago IrSBtloB 
question. 

"Postponing for the moment a re- 
ply to this request, and with the evi- 
dent purpose of showing Major 
Dunne every possible courtesy, the 
town clerk of Glasgow has now m.ti 
fled him of its receipt and asked If 
there are any real reasons foi furth- 
er secrecy in the matter. The towi 
clerk's letter states that the original 
request for Mr. Dalrymple's aid was 
understood to be made in behalf, no 1 , 
of any private individual, but of the 
t il > of Chicaao: that it was "fulls ex- 
pected that any report made by; Mr. 
Dairy niple would be "accessible not 
only to the council of Chicago, but to' 
Hie council of Glasgow, and that un- 
less Msyor Dunne Is 'prepared to 
submit Mr Dairy tuple's report to the 
council of Chicago or to show some 
good reason why It should not be 
submitted to tbem or to the mem- 
bers of the Glasgow council, Mr. Dai- 
ry tuple will be directed to report to 
the latter body. 

" Mayor Dunne's reply is unworthy 
of his office and of his city. He 
merely reiterates the claim — trival. 
even If accurate — that Mr. Dairy in 
ple was his (lersonal guest, and the 
further claim, undignified at best, 
that the report Is his absolute prop- 
erty, because he paid Mr. Dalr> tu- 
ple's expenses, and deprecates its 
publication unless materially chang 
ed. What must Glasgow think of 
OtjlBt-fB). Judged by this pettifogging 
treatment of an important public 
matter? It is to be regretted that 
the mayor's sense of humor fails be- 
fore the Idea of a private citiiens 
railing upon a foreign municipality 



to 'please' lend me your tramway 
manager for thirty days for my pri- 
vate nse— all his expenses paid."

BOW CAN THE CITY DO IT? 

The figures given out by the Joint 
light committee of the general coun- 
cil after fully Investigating the cost 
of the city light plant are conclusive, 
and are a revelation to those who 
have been trailing about after the 
municipal ownership wilt o' the wisp. 
The members of this committee have 
thoroughly Investigated the city 
books, and the figures they give out 
are reliable. The members of this 
committee are Aldermen Palmer. 
Hubbard and Bell and Coumilmen 
Williamson. Barnett and Katterjohn 
Is there a fair-minded man in the 
city who thinks for a moment that 
any of these gentlemen would garble 
the figures, or in any way attempt to 
deceive the public? 

About the only argument that Is 
made to counteract the conclusive- 
ness or the report Is that the'clty can 
furnish light with the proper men 
and machinery as cheaply as a cor- 
poration; and that la virtually an 
admission that for ten years past the 
taxpayers have been ruthlessly rob- 
bed by the city: for If the city can 
furnish lights as cheap as it can get 
them by private contrnet. It has for 
ten years held up the public for 
more than was necessary. 

Municipal ownership advocates do 
not attempt to explain why the city 
has not been furnishing lights as 
cheat) a» It can get them by private 
contract, nor do ihey attempt fo ex- 
plain how the city Intend* to reduce 
the expenses of the light plant now. 
and at the same time give the peo- 
ple more lights and a better quality 
of light than they are getting. 

If the city can do It. how can It 
do it? Suppose it installs better 
machinery, how much will It save, 
and how will It save It? Will it re- 
quire any less men to run the plant? 
Will it require any leas fuel, less at- 
tention, less material, less labor? 

New machinery would give us 
mora lights and better lights, but 
how would it reduce the expenses of 
the plant so as to make the lights 
.on $•;:'. instead of $M? 

The situation is now tills: It is 
admitted that the city has been pay- 
ing more for lights than it can get 
rhem for now by private contract. 
The sentimentalists who want the 
city to continue to operate Its light 
plant for the sole purpose of being 
able to say that the city owns Its 
own light plant, simply say "Wp 
have been paying too much for 
lights, we admit, but we can furnish 
them as cheap as the other fellow." 

This is a good argument for the 
city's continuing to operate Its plant, 
provided those who offer it cau make 
good. Let them demonstrate how 
they Intend to do It. and everybody 
will then be satisfied to have the city 
continue to operate its plant. All 
the people want is the best and 
greatest number of lights at the least 
possible cost.

"Perk" Butler, the well known 
baseball player, is dead and baseball 
fans here and everywhere else that 
Butler Is known will receive the news 
with genuine regret. Butler was 
killed Saturday night in Jackson. 
Ten n , while switching on l he Illinois 
Central. 

The Jackson. Tenn., Sun of yes- 
terday gives the following ac count of 
But.er s death: 

"Another one of those shocking 
accidents that are altogether too fre- 
quent, occurred last night and W in, 
Ortnnnd Hutler. better known to his 
friends and the world of sport as 
"Peck" Butler, was Instantly killed 
in the Krogmoor yards of the Illinois 
Central railroad, a mile or so south 
of the city, at about half past seven 
o'clock. 

"Butler, who is a professional ball 
player and was under contract with 
the Toledo. O., team for the season 
of 1906. was working temporarily as 
a switchman for the Illinois Central 
railroad here. He was on night duty 
and went to work last night at about 
7:15, assisting to make up freight 
trains in the lower yards He was 
working with Yardmaster Moore 
Parker and Foreman Robert Briggs. 
Switch engine 114, in charge of En- 
gineer Robert Vantreese, was hand- 
ling the cars. 

"It appears that at about Mil the 
engine was pushing two cars north, 
and that Butler went In front of the 
head car to open the 'knuckle' pre- 
paratory to making the coupling. He 
was running backwards ahead of the 
car when his right heel was caught 
In a 'switch-point.' throwing him 
down backwards on the rail and the 
two cars passed over his body, muti- 
lating it in a most horrlhle manner 
and causing Instant death. 

"Tho unfortunate man s heart and 
other Internal organs were crushed 
out of the bady and strewn along the 
track. The car wheels tan up his 
right leg. crushing all the bones: 
over his body and off his left sheuld- 
er. The head was not injured. The 
engineer noticed his lantern go out 
and stopped the engine as quickly as 
possible. and it was found that Hutler 
was already dead. " 

"Butler waa born and reared In 
Jackson, his father being Mr. John 
R Hutler. of South Royal street, at 
present employed as watchman at 
the Banner Lumber company. His 
age was twenty-three year*. He was 
married about two years ago to Miss 
Hattle Gorman, of West Main street, 
and they have an Infant daughter. 
They have been living on Bolivar 
street." 

Butlers professional baseball ca- 
reer began with the organisation of 
the Kitty league. He played with 
Jackson, Tenn.. Cairo. Ill . and other 
Kitty league teams, and later went 
south to a team in Alabama. He 
played phenomenal ball and soon 
made his way into the southern 
league, finishing the season in IMi 
with Memphis. It Is said that his 
hitting in the last few games was a 
big factor in landing the- pennant for 
that oily in the southern league He 
had been drafted into the Toledo 
team, and would have played with It 
this season.

Safe Blowers Visit Harvey, Marshall 
County, But Get Only $75 in Their Haul 



Safe blowers executed a successful 
piece of work Saturday night at Har- 
vey, Marshall county, Ky., six miles 
from Benton on the Benton-Mayfleld 
road. They wrecked a safe, made a 
haul of about $75 in cash and made 
good their escape, having performed 
their work and made their "get 
away" hours before the act was dis- 
covered. 

The general merchandise store of 
J. H. Ivey, which also serves as the 
postofflce at Harvey, was entered ( 
some time after 10:30 o'clock Satur- j 
day night through the rear, the safe j 
blown with nitro glycerine and $75 
In cash and stamps taken. A lot or 
paper money amounting to more 
than $100, was left, no doubt over- 
looked in the rush. 

Ivey closed his store before 11 
o'clock and went home to retire Sat- 
urday night. Sunday morning be 
arose about 6 o'clock and went to 
the store. On entering it he discov- 
ered everything in confusion and the 
wrecked safe showed clearly what 
bud happened. 

The door had been blown open 
and the safe nearly completely 
wrecked. Papers, books and the en- 
tire contents of the safe had been 
removed in great haste. The cash 
drawer in the safe had been relieved 
of Its contents, but some paper 
monev was left. Money seemed to 



have been the sole object of the safe- 
blowers, as they tourhed nothing 
else as far as the proprietor could 
discover. 

The burglars made good their es- 
cape, having had several houra to 
their advantage. It Is not known 
which way they went, but la pre- 
sumed they went to the nearest rail- 
road, possibly at Mayfleld. caught a 
train and left thla aectlon of the 
country. 

No suspicious persons had been 
noticed about Harvey lately and It Is 
thought the safe-blowers had been 
watching possibly from Paducah or 
Henton and arranged their plans be- 
fore the attempt was made. 

The local police were notified Sun- 
day morning and are on the alert for 
any suspicious characters. 

Subsequent developments reported 
by the Paducah police, who went to 
work on the case, show that the safe- 
blowers did not pass through Benton, 
but went to Clay Switch, between 
Mayfleld and Paducah and boarded a 
freight train. Officers Hurley and 
Slngery searched every incoming 
freight train at the yards and failed 
to find any one. One or two train 
crews remembered hoboa getting on 
and off. but no definite description 
of any one of them was secured. It 
is presumed the men went south 
from Clay Switch. They are said to 
number two.

opinion, and if I am found for the 
above reasons, disqualified, I respect- 
fully tender you my resignation to 
take effect immediately, or upon the 
selection of my successor. Respect- 
fully.

The mayor has referred the ques- 
tion of Mr. Fowler's eligibility to 
City Solicitor Jamea Campbell. Jr. 
When seen today Mr. Campbell said 
there Is no question of Mr. Fowler's 
being Ineligible, In his opinion, and 



that he would so report to the mayor 
When asked whom he would ap- 
point as Mr. Fowler's successor, May- 
or Yelser said he had not yet given 
the matter any thought, as he had 
not received the solicitor's opinion, 
but that he would pick out a good, 
strong man for the position. 

It la very reliably reported that 
the other two members of the board. 
Mr. E. P. Noble and Mr. John Rink 
llffe. will ask to be relieved at tfcl 
expiration of their terms, April t. 

Mayor Yelser, when apprised ot 
the report, said he had no one in 
view for the new board, but that he 
would have as good a one, he hoped, 
as the present one, which he says he 
had always considered as good as 
could be found In the city. "The 
board has done excellent work," he 
said, "and I am very aorry they can 
not continue In office. The new 
board will be non-partisan, I shall 
say now. but other than that, I do 
not know who will comprise It."
